» This article is written in case the 

| fleld day site goes thru as planned. As 
most of our readers know, we are planning — 
another mobile Field Day, with the Com 
Truck planted et a favorable spot to afford 
@ few operators the vicarious thrill of 
heering the clamoring throng, as QQi would 


say, trying to work W3RQZ. The site under — 


consideration is just west of Valley Forge 
et a spot just east of part of one of the 
Hike sites, and currently under develop- 
ment sa Valley Forge Mountain Homes. For 
the aficionado of that neighborhood, just 
head up the hill by the Atlantic station 
four-tenths of a mile west of where 83 
comes into 23 near Washington's Headquer- 
ters at Valley Forge. The rest of you 
may read on, if you want to know how to 
get from WNC’s qth to the site, without 
straying too far from e friendly haven in 
another PMRC member's shack. I will) 
assume that you can find your wey from 
HY*’s house to West Chester Pike; if you. 
can, proceed west about three miles to 


Route 252, popularly known as Providence 


Road down in the fer reaches of Media. 
Turn right on 252 and 1.8 miles North, 
where Darby-Paoli road cuts off, towards — 
Paoli, naturally, and 252 darts to the 
right, go straight up Newtown Road. If 
you were successful, you should come to 
Wyola Drive after four-tenths of a mile. 
You will find haven no. 1 slightly to 
the west -~ NIP's abode. Proceeding up 
Hewton Road another half a mile, you 
will come to Waterloo Road --- if you 
turn right into it, you will eventually 
wind up 2.5 miles later crossing route 
390 and somewhere along there you will 
also find you have joined route 83. 
Don't ask me where because truthfully 

I don't know. From Lancaster P:te, 
eccording to my speedometer, I make it 
eight-tenths of a mile to Forest Hills 
Circle (I remember this very well be- 
cause John (AWH) overshot slightly at 
Mid-Month, and then after the meeting, 
we couldn't get back up the hill, so 

we timidly followed QQH dow the hill) 
This is Haven #2, GOd’s residence, again 
you will find it on your left, if necess- 
ary.

When 
you reach what you think is the crest, if the 
microwave tower is on your right, you are on 
the wrong crest. if you find it on your 
left, i.e., to the east, you missed making 
the mistake I did.
